a rate  of  12*5  in  1924.  The  net  civil  death-rate  for  England 
and  Wales  during  1925  was  12*2  per  thousand  of  the  population. 

The  mortality  from  the  chief  epidemic  diseases  in  the  com- 
bined  area  during  1925,  was  equal  to  *10  and  that  from  the 
notifiable  class  of  diseases  (excluding  Tuberculosis)  to  *78 
per  thousand  of  the  estimated  civilian  population,  as  against 
*41  and  *55  respectively  for  1924.

The  East  Stour,  which  is  within  the  District,  at  time3 
receives  the  overflow  from  the  sewage  works  In  South 
Ashford,  insufficiently  purified,  but  the  U.D.C.  have  a 
drainage  scheme  in  hand  which  only  awaits  the  sanction  of 
the  Ministry  of  Health,  when  this  and  other  defects  in  the 
drainage  system  of  Ashford  will  be  remedied.  This  re- 
organisation is  expected  to  cost  £36,000.

During  19:31  Diphtheria  was  the  most  prevalent  disease . 
There  were  37  cases  and  I death,  also  there  were  21  cases 
of  Scarlet  fever  mainly  attributable  to  school  influence. 

In  1922  Scarlet  Fever  was  on  the  Increase,  50  cases  occurring 
mainly  due  bo  the  same  cause.  Diphtheria  during  1922 
declined  to  29  cases,  and  in  1923  only  6 cases  of  Diphtheria 
were  notified  and.  11  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever.  In  1924  the 
position  was  still  better  as  no  Diphtheria  case  at  all 
occurred,  and  only  6 Scarlet  Fever  cases,  and  in  1925  only 
2 case's  of  Diphtheria  and.

MATERNITY  AND CHILD  WELFARE 

It  is  found  difficult  to  get  many  expectant  mothers  to  attend 
the  centre  in  this  district.  During  1925  advice  was  given  to  32 
such  and  1600  visits  were  paid  to  children  under  5 years. 

Consultations  and  advice  are  given  once  a week  at  the  Maternity 
Centre.  The  Health  Visitor  paid  3,646  visits  during  1925. 

The  average  weekly  attendance  at  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Centre  was : -

Nursing  Home  where  cases  are  treated  privately. 

There  was  one  maternal  death  during  the  year,  viz:  from  placenta 
proeviaj  the  mother  lived  under  bad.  conditions  in  a van  and  was  the 
wife  of  ah  awke  r .. 

There  were  7 still  births . 

There  were  17  deaths  of  Infants  under  one  year.  The  majority  of 
these  were  from  unpreventable  causes.  No  special  methods  of  dealing 
with  unmarried  mothers  and  illegitimate  children  have  been  undertaken. 

The  County  Council  have  a scheme  in  hand  for  the  treatment  of 
orthopaedic  cases  for  children  under  5 . 

A number  of  ladles  serve  on  the  Maternity  Committee  and  give 
help  at  the  centre  and  in  other  ways.

During  1921  there  were  8 cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  noti- 
fied and  one  of  Diphtheria.  In  1922  there  were  14  cases  of 
Scarlet  Fever  and  no  Diphtheria.

No  use  has  been  made  so  far  of  the  Schick  and  Dick 
tests.

Since  1920  Measles  has  been  epidemic  on  2 occasions, 
but  only  2 deaths,  viz  in  1924,  have  been  recorded.

The  water  supply  of  the  Borough  is  derived  ‘from  the 
Council's  works  at  Bluehou.se . in  the  parish  of  Saltwood,  2-g- 
miles  north  of  the  to wn.  The  -a ter  is  drawn  from  a well  152 
feet  deep  and  9 feet  in  diameter,  sunk  in  the  Folkestone  beds 
of  the  lower  greensand.. 

The  service  reservoir  is  situated  on  Tolsford  Hill,  428'  i 
above  ordnance  datum,  and  100  feet  above  the  highest  oar t of  i 
Borough.  This  reservoir  has  a capacity  of  120, COO  gallons. 
There  is  also  an  auxiliary  supply  from,  the  Blackrock  spring  slt 
Horn  Street . 

These  supplies  are  constant  and  the  water  is  of  good 
quality.  Only  32  of  the  1964  houses  in  the  Borough  are  not  cc 
nected  to  the  public  water  supply,  and  these  are  in  the  outly: 
part  of  the  district.  Springs  at  West  Hwthe  have  been  enclose 
and  a standpipe  has  been  placed  on  the  road  for  the  convenienc 
of  the  public. 

There  is  no  pollution. 

The  Borough  is  provided  with  a complete  water-carriage 
system  of  sewerage,  with  an  outfall  discharging  into  the  sea 
1-jjr  miles  westward  of  the  town,  (except  at  West  Hythe  where  ther 
are  still  4 privies  and  11  cesspools  in  use)  All  the  houses  ir 
the  district  are  connected  with  the  drainage  system. 

Water  closets,  with  water  waste  preventing  flushing  cis- 
terns are  the  only  type  allowed  in  the  Borough.  There  are  son 
1949  water  closets  in  the  town,  also  11  W.C’s  discharging  intc 
cesspools.  4 privies  in  outlying  carts  of  the  town. 

House  refuse  in  the  Borough  is  collected  by  the  Council's 
employees  once  a week.  The  material  is  conveyed  to  a depot  at 
West  Blythe.

The  sewage  of  areas  which  are  semi -urban  in  character 
are  at  present  Insufficiently  dealt  with  and  consequently 
the  effluent  Is  apt  to  be  discharged,  into  the  Stour  not 
purified  up  to  modern  standards. 

Wille  sborough,  Wye  Ham  Street  and.  Me  r sham  are  drained 
and  sewered  Kennington  which  is  semi  urban  in  character  is 
partially  drained,  and.  the  present  condition  is  not  at  all 
satisfactory  as  the  sewage  is  discharged  almost  crude  into 
the  stream  adjoining  the  Fever  sham  road..  An  inspector  from 
the  Ministry  of  Health  has  recently  reported,  on  the  drainage 
of  Kennington  and  the  Council  were  advised  to  drain  part  of 
the  parish  into  the  Ashford  urban  works,  the  rest  of  the 
parish  to  be  drained  independently.  The  Council  up  till  now 
have  not  been  able  to  agree  to  this  solution  as  It  is  con- 
sidered it  would  cost  more  than  draining  the  whole  parish 
Independently . 

There  are  approximately  2,320  water  closets,  483  of 
which  discharge  Into  cesspools;  712  pail  closets  and  570 
earth  closets  or  privy  middens.  The  privy  middens  are 
gradually  being  converted  Into  pail  closets  and  7 were  so 
converted  during  the  year-  Proper  and.  efficient  flushing 
apparatus  Is  wanting  in  many  cases  In  the  semi -urban  dis- 
tricts, especially  in  connection  with  the  water  closets, 
also  the  FAC.  basins  in  some  are  of  imoerfect  design

During  1921  Diphtheria  was  the  most  prevalent  Disease, 
and  there  were  21  cases  notified,  but  no  deaths  occurred. 
Also  there  were  9 cases  of  Scarlet  Fever.  In  1922  there 
were  37  Diphtheria  cases  and  34  Scarlet  Fever.  The  Diph- 
theria cases  were  due  to  a serious  outbreak  at  the  New 
Town  School,  which  necessitated,  the  swabbing  of  the  ''hole 
of  the  scholars  in  order  to  detect  the  carriers.  In  1923 
Scarlet  Fever  was  most  prevalent,  24  cases  being  notified 
and.  only  4 Diphtheria  In  1924  6 cases  of  Scarlet  Fever 
and.  1 Diphtheria  occurred  and  in  1925  there  were  7 cases 
oi  Scarlet  Fever  and  4 of  Diphtheria  notified.

During  1921,  23  esses  of  Scarlet  Fever,  12  of 
Diphtheria,  3 of  Enteric  Fever,  3 of  Encephalitis 
Lethargic  a and  2 of  Ophthalmia  were  notified.  In  1922., 
22  cases  of  Diphtheria,  9 of  Scarlet  Fever  and  1 
Ophthalmia.  In  1923,  4 Diphtheria,  3 Scarlet  Fever,  1 
Enteric  Fever  and  2 Puerperal  Fever.  In  1924,  4 Scarlet 
Fever  and  1 Acute  Anterior  Poliomyelitis;  and  in  1925, 

8 Scarlet  Fever,  5 Diphtheria,  2 Poliomyelitis. 

The  epidemic  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  1921  was  almost 
entirely  confined  to  children  attending  school.  The 
Diphtheria  cases  were  a continuation  of  thb  epidemic  at 
Finn's  Farm,  Kingsnortii.  The  3 cases  of  Encephalitis 
Lethargic  a occurred  in  persons  over  middle  age  and  in- 
different localities.  The  epidemic  of  Diphtheria  in 
1922  occurred  at  the  Vest  Ashford  Union  at  Hothfield 
In  Lay,  and  in  0c  ober  there  was  an  epidemic  of  the 
disease  at  the  KIngsnorth  Industrial  School.  In  1924 
a single  case  of  acute  anterior  poliomyelitis  was  noti- 
fied, the  origin  of  which  was  obscure.  No  return  cases 
of  Scarlet  Fever  -ere  noted

In  1921  there  were  8 cases  of  Pneumonia  and  17 
deaths.  In  1922  there  were  9 cases  and  1 death.  In 
1923,  6 cases  and  4 deaths . In  1924,  8 cases  and  4 
deaths,  and  in  1925,  22  cases  and  5 deaths.  Also  In 
1922  there  '/ere  2 cases  of  malaria  with  one  death.  The 
fatal  case  was  that  of  an  ex-soldier  who  contracted  the 
trouble  abroad. 

Pathological  and  bacteriological  work  Is  carried 
out  at  the  County  Laboratory,  Maidstone,  and  is  prin- 
cipally made  use  of  with  regard  to  Diphtheria  contacts 
and  Tuberculosis.

9 in  1923,  11  in  1924  and  15  in  1925.
